It made him only 
the 15th person to complete the 
challenge. 

The 43-year-old took 15 hours 
and 34 minutes to complete the 
tough, Channel crossing, finally 
touching the rocks of the French 
coast at Sangette just before 4am 
on Tuesday. 

The swim had had an effect on 
him with his face swollen by the 
time in the water. 


Wife, Karen, who spoke to her 
husband soon after he reached dry 
land, said: “He could hardly speak, 
his voice was going. It was a very 
anxious night. 

“The support we have had from 
everyone has been a tremendous 
help.” 

The triathlete was also suffer¬ 
ing from blisters and had to have 
them treated during a short stop 
on his cross France bike ride. 

Amy has already beaten the 
record for the most back to back 


marathons by a woman and is now 
past the half way point for her 
overall world record. 

At the weekend the runner was 
in the capital for her London mar¬ 
athon. She has been joined for 
several runs by friends from the 
Lion Quays country club where 
she works. 

This week colleague Sam Wool- 
ham is attempting to run seven of 
the marathons with Amy. 

Both challenges are also raising 
funds for charity. 


GANG AITAC K 
HOUSE PARTY 


A GANG of men who gatecrashed a 
house party hospitalised eight young 
people and caused £1,800 of damage 
as revellers fled and hid in terror, a 
court heard. 

In the trial of five men, Shrewsbury Crown 


Court was told how a p; 
Oswestry, went horri¬ 
bly wrong when a gang 
of up to 10 arrived and 
started attacking peo¬ 
ple in the house, and 
allegedly driving a car 
into one man. 

Richard Rogers, 19, of 
Bronwylfa Road, Welshpool; 
Sam Williams, 20, and Huw 
Jones, 23, both of Grungrog 
Hill, Welshpool; Huw-Glyn 
Jones, 19, of Orchard Green, 
Llanymynech and Stafford 
Jones, 20, of Llanidloes 
Road, Newtown, all deny 
violent disorder at the party 
on December 14, 2012. 

Rogers also denies dan¬ 
gerous driving and pos¬ 
sessing an axe handle as a 
weapon. 

Chloe Jones, who lives at 
Harvest Moon next to the 
Black Horse pub, had per¬ 
mission from her mother 
Amanda for the party. But 
at about 10.30pm that night 
the gang pulled up in three 
cars and, after smashing the 
windows of a yellow Fiat 
Punto on the drive, started 
punching and kicking party- 
goers outside. 

The men, one carrying a 
metal crowbar and another 
a wooden axe handle, then 
continued into the hallway,

living room and kitchen, at¬ 
tacking those inside, smash¬ 
ing windows and throwing 
bottles, leaving the house 
littered with broken glass 
and blood, Laura Culley, 
prosecuting, said. 

Five others - Thomas

Caradog, Trewern; Frankie 
John Jones, 19, of Marche 
Lane, Halfway House and 
Welshpool men Joshua 
Parry, 21, of Gungrog Road; 
Ashley Pedrini, 19, of High

have already pleaded guilty 
to violent disorder. 

Party-goer Scott Quigley 
said he first saw two men 
come into the hallway and 
smash friend Ashley Mer¬ 
edith over the head with a 
bottle, before turning on 
others. 

Outside he saw one of the 
gang running to the road, 
so chased him and wrestled 
him to the floor, but then a 
Renault Clio pulled up so 
he began to run back to the 
house - but the car hit him, 
throwing him into a parked 
car and to the floor.

Footballing memories for Charles

LAST night’s England v Norway football 
match brought back memories for Charles 
Roberts from Knockin. 

For 22 years ago when the two teams met 
at Wembley Mr Roberts found himself sit¬ 
ting in the Royal Box alongside none other 
than the Norwegian ambassador and the 
match guest of honour, Sir Stanley Mat¬ 
thews. 

Although the game was a 1-1 draw Mr 
Roberts said it had been one of the most 
memorable days of his life and led to him 
receiving a treasured possession. 

The restaurateur was at the time the 
agent for the England soccer legend, a role 
he had for 14 years in the 1980s and90s. 
The two men became good friends. 

“He was a real gentle man as well as a 
gentleman,” Mr Roberts said. 

“He didn’t really like the ‘PR side of his 
life’ and had to be persuaded to do things 
like sports dinners and appearances. 

“He was guest of honour at the 1992 Eng¬ 
land v Norway match and was presented to 
the players on the pitch. I went along as 
his guest and we watched the game from 
the Royal Box. I have some very precious 
memories of that match.” 

Mr Roberts said Sir Stanley never forgot 
the match either and sometime later, after 
another engagement, he gave him a pres¬ 
ent. 

“He told me not to open it until I got 
home. 

“When I did open it it was Sir Stanley’s 
England Cap from the 1939 match against 
Norway in which he played. 

“It is something I have treasured every 
since.” 

Businessman Mr Roberts was a well 
known figure in footballing circles and is 
a former chairman of Wrexham Football 
Club. He also ran the Boathouse Restau¬ 
rant at Ellesmere. 


Welcome 
as Lidl's

SHOPPERS and council¬ 
lors have welcomed plans 
to build a new supermarket 
in Welshpool - but said they 
would prefer the store to 
open in the town centre.

“However, I do wish that 
they had decided to come to 
the town centre and the old 
Co-op store would be per¬ 
fect.” 

Paul Hebblethwaite, prop¬ 
erty director for Lidl, said: 
“Feedback has been very 
positive so far and we are 
looking forward to working 
with the residents.” 

Planners to

NewCCTV 
system all 
set for big 
switch-on 

A NEW £68,000 CCTV sys¬ 
tem for Oswestry will be 
completed within the next 
two weeks. 

About half of the cameras 
on Oswestry’s town centre 
streets have already been 
replaced with new, state-of- 
the-art wireless equipment 
and new fixtures have also 
been installed in the control 
at Oswestry’s police station. 

The town council, which 
is overseeing the work, says 
the scheme should be com¬ 
plete within a fortnight. 

The newly formed 
Oswestry CCTV Group of 
Town Councillors and West 
Mercia representatives held 
their first meeting to re¬ 
cently to see how the instal¬ 
lation is progressing. 

Oswestry Mayor, Council¬ 
lor John Gareth Jones, said: 
“We have a good number 
of volunteers and we are 
always looking for new re¬ 
cruits. Training and vetting 
will be provided. 

“This is probably the larg¬ 
est voluntary run system in 
the UK and we should be 
very proud of it and the peo¬ 
ple who make it possible.” 


In addition to the fine, 
Lloyd was ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £20 victim 
surcharge. 

Mr Justin Espie, prose¬ 
cuting, said officers visited 
the defendant at his home 
in Rhoslan, Guilsfield, on 
March 3. 

He said: “The officers 
could smell cannabis so 
searched the defendant and 
found a large quantity of it 
on him. 

“The amount was later 
verified as 177g which has a 
street value of £1,770. 

“The decision was taken 
to charge with possession 
as he told officers he had 
bought in bulk for his own 
supply.” 

Miss Ceri Edwards, for 
Lloyd, said her client had 
fallen into a drugs habit 
earlier this year, but he had 
now managed to stop thanks 
to fundraising work. 

She said: “Earlier this 
year, my client had not got a 
job and he was lonely as all 
his friends were working. 
He started using cannabis 
and it got to the situation he 
finds himself in now. 

“His arrest and this first 
appearance ever in a court 
has been a real wake-up call 
for him. 

“He had now kicked his 
habit, joined a gym and is 
carrying out fundraising 
fitness challenges. He plans 
to take part in the Newtown 
triathlon for Cancer Re¬ 
search.”

HIS name is Jester - but it was no joke 
for this horse when he got stuck on top 
of a farm gate after trying to leap into 
another field.

His bid for freedom ended with his 


forelegs on one side of the gate and his 
rear legs the other side, and he was un¬ 
able to get himself free. 

He had to be sedated by a vet before 
he could be freed by the firefighters, 
who were from Baschurch and Wel¬ 
lington stations and included specialist 
animal rescue personnel. 

Firefighter Craig Jackson said the 
horse had been quite distressed when 
the crews arrived at the field shortly 
before 5.30pm on Saturday.(AUG30) 
He said: “When we arrived it was 
thrashing about quite a lot. 

“It had quite a few grazes and 


bruises, it was quite stressed. But it 
was sedated and we managed to lift it 
safely off the gate.” 

The four-year-old horse had been in 
the field in Vales wood Lane when it 
had attempted to leap over the gate on 
Saturday afternoon. 

His predicament was noticed and 
help called at about 5.20pm. The res¬ 
cue took more than an hour to carry 
out.

Man denies being member 
of party gatecrashing gang

ONE OF the men charged as part of a gang who gate-crashed a 
house party in Maesbury told a jury he only got as far as the house 
drive before fleeing the scene. 

Richard Rogers (19), of Bronwylfa Road, Welshpool, said when he saw the 
scene outside the house in Maesbrook, near Oswestry, he realised it was wrong 
to be there and returned to his car. 

Yesterday(Wednesday) he denied an allegation that he was involved in a collision with 

another man, either deliberately or acci¬ 
dentally. 

Rogers denies dangerous driving and pos¬ 
sessing an axe handle as a weapon. He also 
denies a charge of violent disorder, jointly 
with: Sam Williams(20) and Huw Jones(23) 
both of Grungrog Hill, Welshpool; Huw 
Glyn Jones(19), of Orchard Green, Llany- 
mynech, and Stafford Jones(20), of Llanid¬ 
loes Road, Newtown. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard that 
eight young people needed hospital treat¬ 
ment and £1,800 damage was caused when 
up to 10 men arrived at the house, Harvest 
Moon, next to the Black Horse pub - attack¬ 
ing party goers and smashing windows. 

Rogers, 17 at the time of the incident in 
December 2012, said two of his friends had 
been in a fight at the party earlier in the 
evening and that he had helped break it up. 

Fighting 

He then took four people back to Welsh¬ 
pool where one friend, Frankie Jones went 
into the Town Hall and returned with oth¬ 
ers who got into his car to drive back to 
Maesbrook. 

“We parked in the pub car park, got out 
of the car and went onto the driveway of 
the house. 

“I saw people fighting and thought it was 
all wrong, it shouldn’t have been happen¬ 
ing. 

“I was scared, turned round and went 
back to the car. I didn’t want to be there.” 

Rogers said he then saw a 15-year-old 
friend being chased. 

“He got into the car, we went back to pub 
car park where two others got in before I 
drove away.” 

He said at no time was he in collision 
with anyone. 

Explaining why an axe handle was found 
in his car, Rogers said although there for 
protection he had only ever used it as a tool 
to put a buckled wheel back on the vehicle. 
The hearing continues. 


School gets 
life saving 
equipment 

A LIFESAVING piece of equipment is be¬ 
ing installed in an Oswestry primary school 
this week after a fundraising drive by pu¬ 
pils. 

The defibrillator has been bought by 
Holy Trinity Primary School in Oswestry 
with the help of charity SADS UK and staff 
will be undergoing training in how to use 
the kit on Saturday. 

School administrator Doreen Ellis said: 
“It’s always useful to have this equipment 
in public places, for any visitors that come 
into the school as well as for our own staff 
and children. 

“We were approached by a lady, Anne 
Wilson, who does a lot of fundraising for 
SADS UK because her daughter died sud¬ 
denly. When she spoke to us about it we 
thought it would be a good idea to do some 
fundraising ourselves. We didn’t know then 
that we would get a defibrillator ourselves, 
but we were then lucky enough to be given 
one by SADS UK. 

“We did some fundraising through a 
non-uniform day and raised about £500 or 
£600 which we split between SADS UK and 
Comic Relief.” 

Anne Jolly, Founder of SADS UK, said: 
“Anne Wilson has raised a lot of awareness 
in her community about the need for defi¬ 
brillators in schools. We are very pleased 
that the Holy Trinity CofE School will now 
benefit from having a defibrillator.”

Tram steams

TRAINS will be steaming into Oswestry 
station for the second time this year as part 
of the town’s celebration of its history next 
week. 

The railway will be taking part in the 
town’s Heritage Open Days in Oswestry 
and Beyond event on September 11 to 14. 

During the weekend a steam locomotive 
will be pulling passengers trains at the sta¬ 
tion while a vintage bus will be giving rides 
between Oswestry and Llynclys stations 
via the Llanymynech Heritage Area. The 
events will run from 11am to 4pm. 

On the Thursday and Friday the railway 
museum will be open from 11am to 3pm 
showing a diverse range of historic items 
related to Oswestry’s association with the 
Cambrian Railways.

Carol Booth, chairwoman of the Friends 
of Shelf Bank, said: “At the moment our 
particular need is for a litter pick. 

“Over the top of Shelf Bank is a fairly 
large wooded area that has been used over 
the years for, usually, underage drinkers 
and drug users. It’s been a cause for con¬ 
cern as they leave broken glass, beer cans, 
needles and syringes and the usual food 
wrappers. 

“The police are aware of it and the local 
policing team do monitor the area, but 
can’t be everywhere at once. 

Trash 

“As a result the area can be quite off-put¬ 
ting. It’s a lovely wooded area and it has 
some lovely places there, but no one wants 
to go there because of the trash that’s there 
- dangerous trash.” 

The litter pick will run from 10am to 
lpm and will be the first stage in cleaning 
the area. Mrs Booth said she is also in the 
process of getting some ‘alcohol-free area’ 
signs for the wood, and a dog mess bin has 
recently been put in at the site. 

“We really want to get a fresh start to the 
area,” she said. 

“The CITO group will be bringing along 
some people and so we’d like to have as 
many people as possible come and join us 
to help clear up all the trash. 

“Hopefully we can clear the whole site of 
litter so that it won’t be an eyesore.” 

Bin bags, litter picking sticks and high 
visibility jackets will be provided, but peo¬ 
ple who join in are asked to being their own 
gloves. 

There will be kite-hying activities for 
children in the afternoon, weather depend¬ 
ent, and families are invited to take picnics 
to eat following the litter pick.

Tests continue following 
human remains discovery

IT IS likely to take several months to find out the origins of human 
skeletal remains which were found in caves at Llanymynech. 

Officers at Dyfed-Powys Police say the remains found at Llanymynech Caves 
could be archaeological as the site was once a Roman copper mine. Ongoing 
tests are being carried out to try to date the remains, which could take several 
weeks. 

The force has asked forensic experts to carry out tests on the remains, which were found 
by metal detecting enthusiasts earlier this month. 

Force spokeswoman Sharon Reynolds said: “The remains are being examined by fq-

Music events 
in memory of 
town organist 

THREE musical events will be held this 
month in memory of a church organist who 
died earlier this year. 

Veronica Donkin was the organist at St 
Oswald’s Church in Oswestry for 14 years 
and joint director of music with her hus¬ 
band Mike, who led the choir. 

Mrs Donkin was chairwoman of the 
group which raised the funds for the res¬ 
toration of the church’s Hill Organ, which 
was completed just before Easter this year, 
and the organ will take a central role in 
the celebration of her contribution to the 
church. 

First the organ will be dedicated follow¬ 
ing its restoration during the Parish Eucha¬ 
rist service on September 15 at 7.30pm. 

A memorial organ recital will then take 
place on September 19 given by Paul Hale, 
an internationally known concert organist 
and Rector Chori of Southwell Minster. 

Tickets are priced at £6 adults, conces¬ 
sions £4, and refreshments will be available 
during the interval. 

The final event will be a memorial ser¬

Mrs Donkin died on June 27 after losing 
an 18-month battle against cancer. 

Her husband said he now feels enough 
time has passed to be able to celebrate what 
she accomplished. 


icance of this find, and whether they could 
be archaeological. That could take a long 
time.” 

Police officers sealed off the area of the 
caves on August 1 after the remains were 
discovered and then removed from the site 
for further examination. 

Shropshire Councillor for Llanymynech 
Arthur Walpole said at the time the find 
was intriguing. 

He said: “We are already interested in 
the social history of the site and it will be 
interesting to see what this can perhaps 
tells us about the site and what it can add 
to what we know already about the area. 

“We know there was a large Roman camp 
in the area and hopefully this could add to 
our understanding. 

“I think this could be interesting and sig¬ 
nificant not just locally but for the wider 
area and could create further interest in 
the site.” 

A number of Roman artefacts have been 
found in the mine previously, including a 
number of bones and burials, 

A hoard of 30 first and second century 
silver coins of Roman currency was found 
in 1965 by some schoolboys, and they are 
now conserved at the National Museum of 
Wales. 

The find in Llanymynech Caves was the 
second mystery find of human remains in 
the Oswestry area in recent months. 

A human skull was found on Sweeney 
Mountain in Oswestry in November. An 
inquest earlier this month said the identity 
of the remains discovered by a dog during a 
pheasant shooting party is still a mystery. 

But experts believe the bones belonged 
to man, of Afro Caribbean origin, aged 25 
to 45, who died after 1963. 

It is believed the skull could be a trophy 
brought back from Africa or the Caribbean.

The lengths that some people 
will go to raise money for chari¬ 
ty never cease to amaze me but 
by any standard the efforts of 
two local athletes stand out this 
week.

Cable hears the concerns 
of town's businesses 


Business secretary Vince 
Cable was in Welshpool to 
meet business leaders. Our

THERE’S plenty to brag about 
in the world of local business - 
and plenty of reasons for con¬ 
cern too. 

At present, small companies are 
looking for ways to invest and capi¬ 
talise on economic growth which has 
finally returned the UK to its pre-re- 
cession position, while the senti¬ 
ment around the country has led the 
British Chambers of Commerce to 
revise its growth forecasts upwards. 

But there remain barriers to growth, 
and businesses had the chance to put 
their thoughts to the man in charge of 
supporting UK PLC at a breakfast meet¬ 
ing. 

Vince Cable MP, the Business Secre¬ 
tary responsible for creating the right 
conditions for growth among Britain’s 
businesses, spent a morning at the Royal 
Oak Hotel in Welshpool, meeting local 
companies. 

He also spoke to the Chronicle in an 
interview which covered the improved 
mood among businesses and the stick¬ 
ing points that are preventing local em¬ 
ployers from expanding. He also said 
he believes the Liberal Democrats will 
recapture the Montgomeryshire seat 
covering Welshpool at the next general 
election. 

The seat had been held by the Liberal 
Democrats since 1983, but was taken by 
Conservative MP Glyn Davies in 2010 - 
marking only the second time the party, 
and its predecessor the Liberal Party, 
had lost control of the constituency since 
1880. 

Now Jane Dodds is bidding to colour

the patch yellow once more, and Dr 
Cable said he expects the party to come 
away from Montgomeryshire with a 
victory in the 2015 election - regardless 
of national polls which suggest the par¬ 
ty’s support has fallen to around seven 
per cent of the electorate, from 22.1 per 
cent at the last general election. 

“I think our chances are really excel¬ 
lent, and I’m hoping and expecting Jane 
to be the next MP here,” Dr Cable said. 

“In Mid Wales I know Roger Williams 
(the MP for Brecon and Radnorshire) 
is very popular and respected. His poll 
ratings and popularity as an MP is as 
good as any MP in the country. You 
could have three Lib Dem MPs in Mid 
Wales next time. 

“Jane’s extremely hard-working, has 
a very good background in local govern¬ 
ment, she relates to people very well 
and is committed to the constituency. 


She’s also bilingual - and that’s a big 
help in Wales. 

“We are not putting numbers on 
our performance next year. It will be a 
battle as we have been in government 
and attracted negatives for some of the 
things we have done. 

“I’m much more optimistic than the 
polls, and I think what will happen is 
we may not hold all our seats, but we 
will gain others and we would expect to 
win Montgomeryshire.” 

Dr Cable was visiting the area follow¬ 
ing a tour of South Wales, which had 
seen him visit major companies such 
as Sony at Pencoed and Renishaw at 
Pontyclun. 

His visit was a flying one but not 
before encountering bosses from key 
local companies in Welshpool such as 
variable speed drives manufacturer In- 
vertek, geology specialist Chemostrat, 


and builders’ merchant Boys and Boden. 

During the course of his breakfast 
meeting, Dr Cable heard a mixture of 
positives from ambitious companies hop¬ 
ing to grow, and problems as highlighted 
by frustrated local entrepreneurs who 
are hitting barriers in their attempts to 
expand. 

“There’s some really good companies 
doing very well - including some high 
tech businesses,” he added. 

“The first big problem that has been 
raised is firstly that Powys is excluded 
from European structural funding and 
there isn’t a level playing field. That’s 
why we’re pushing the Welsh govern¬ 
ment to be more positive about this part 
of Wales. 

“Then there’s the ever-increasing 
rents on industrial estates which are 
causing a lot of grief for companies here. 

“There are a lot of other issues raised, 
and the local MPs and candidates will 
push that as hard as possible. 

“But I’ve heard from some really dy¬ 
namic companies that want to expand, 
and I think I picked up a certain amount 
of frustration that they are finding it 
hard to get going because of the diffi¬ 
culty in getting finance from the banks. 

“What we have to do is allow those 
companies to really expand, as there’s a 
lot of potential for job creation if they 
are able to realise their potential.” 

He added: “There’s a lot of frustration 
among companies here that they can’t 
access schemes that my colleagues and 
I have introduced. We have a Growth 
Accelerator that you can access in 
Shrewsbury, but not here, and MAS for 
manufacturing, for which you have the 
same problem. 

“We have generous enterprise zones 
in England, but they don’t extend as far 
as the Welsh system. 

“There’s a lot of frustration around 
business rates. I have spoken up in gov¬ 
ernment on the issue, and have chal¬ 
lenged the FSB and BCC to come up 
with a system of reform.”

Week after week we see en¬ 
couraging news about our eco¬ 
nomic fortunes. As our recovery 
starts to gather pace, much of 
Europe, far from following suit, 
is marking time or falling back¬ 
wards, a truly frightening pros¬ 
pect. 

Last week I was in Northern 
France for the World Equestrian 
Games where the newspapers 
told a very different story to 
those at home. 

Unemployment in France is 
now up to 3.4 million and for 
the second consecutive quarter 
growth has been at zero. 

The deficit, at 4.3% of gross 
domestic product shows no sign 
of being brought below the EU 
limit of 3%. 

These figures are a stark con¬ 
trast to local employment fig¬ 
ures at home. Last week figures 
showed that in the West Mid¬ 
lands there are now 16,000 more 
young people in education, work 
or training since the election. 

That is a fall of 13.2% in the 
last four years. On the other side 
of the channel however youth 
unemployment is a staggering 
22.5%. 

Francoise Hollande’s disas¬ 
trous increase in France’s up¬ 
per tax rate has crippled foreign 
investment, which has halved 
since he came into office. 

Ed Miliband should wake up 
to the damage his ally is doing 
to France and he should also see 
the value of private enterprise. 

This was graphically brought 
home to me when on Sunday 
my car had a puncture; it proved 
impossible to find anyone to sell 
me a tyre in France on a Sunday. 

I was relieved to reach a tyre 
centre in Dover with hardworking 
Brits happy to fit a new one at 
8.30am on a Monday morning. 

Neither Ed Miliband nor Fran¬ 
coise Hollande have held a se¬ 
rious job outside politics. Their 
flawed socialist policies of high 
spending and high taxation don’t 
work. The contrast to the UK, 
where private enterprise has cre¬ 
ated 1.8 million jobs since 2010, 
is dramatic.

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AM I RIGHT IN THINKING THAT EVERYONE CAN NOW REQUEST FLEXIBLE WORKING HOURS? 

Q: As an employer of a small business I am concerned about the impact the new flexible working regulations might have on the business. 
As yet I have not received any requests from employees but I need to be prepared in case I do. I understand that employees no longer have 
to be a parent or carer to request flexible working hours, is this correct? 

A: Yes it can be requested but it does not mean that it has to be granted. As from 30th June 2014 the right to request flexible working 
hours has been extended to all workers, not just those who are parents of children under 17 years of age or a disabled child under 18, 
and those who are carers. Further, employees can request a change to their working hours irrespective of the reason. They can make 
such a request once in a twelve month period and the change requested can relate to working hours, time or location. The most common 
expectation seems to be for workers to request that they work from home. 

As an employer you would need to show you had considered any request in a ‘reasonable manner’ and provide the employee with a 
response within three months of the request being made. The request must be considered but it does not have to be granted. Within the 
Employment Rights Act there is provision for rejection on business grounds, for example if the changes to the employee’s working hours 
could jeopardise the smooth-running of the business and its profitability. 

One concern is that the new legislation may lead to an increase in the number of grievances being brought by employees. Bearing this in 
mind, you should ensure that your flexible working policies are amended to reflect the extended right and that you manage any requests in 
what will be viewed as a fair way. Seek advice from an employment solicitor if necessary.

With the advent of more and more 
solar panels plus the growing number 
of wind generators being connected to 
the local electricity network I fear the 
incidents of overloading will undoubt¬ 
edly increase. 

This will result in possible brown¬ 
outs and power blackouts - especially 
in the more rural areas. Have you had 
a power cut lately dear reader, and if 
so, have you been informed of the ac¬ 
tual cause? 

It should be recognised that the 
engineering/integrity of local electric¬ 


ity networks have been designed and 
constructed to supply power to the 
customer and not for the input from 
solar panels and most worrying of all, 
the unpredictable input from wind 
generators. 

Can the local transformers and 
other switching equipment tolerate 
the increasing amount of unpredicta¬ 
ble power input? 

Will the network and equipment be 
stressed to the point of failure due to 
this level of power? 

Therefore one trusts that all large 
solar parks and wind farms are con¬ 


nected directly to the National Grid 
and not the local network. 

Readers should be aware that when 
the National Grid perceives that too 
much energy will be generated, the di¬ 
rectly connected wind farms are asked 
to shut down to avert overloading 
of the National Grid, and under the 
“constraint” payments process own¬ 
ers of wind farms can apply for com¬ 
pensation for each megawatt hour of 
energy their wind farms would have 
produced.

Group in 
warning 
over ice 
bucket 

ANIMAL Aid is urging the 
public not to take part in the 
ALS ice bucket challenge, as 
the Motor Neurone Disease 
Association - the main ben¬ 
eficiary of the craze in the 
UK - funds experiments on 
animals. 

Such tests include those 
using genetically modified 
mice bred to suffer severe 
motor impairment and mus¬ 
cle weakness. Quite apart 
from the appalling suffering 
it inflicts on animals, such 
research has repeatedly 
failed to produce effective 
treatments for humans. 

Over the past 10 years, 
around 12 experimental 
treatments that showed 
promise in animal ‘mod¬ 
els’ of amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis (a type of motor 
neurone disease) have been 
given to humans in clinical 
trials. 

All except one treatment 
failed, and that only has 
marginal benefits in terms 
of patient survival. 

For genuine progress to 
be made in treating this dev¬ 
astating condition, charities 
like the Motor Neurone Dis¬ 
ease Association must focus 
their resources entirely 
on humane and effective 
non-animal research.

happen at any time and an¬ 
ywhere, I agree that there 
needs to be a greater aware¬ 
ness within the police ser¬ 
vice of the legislation that 
can be used to combat the 
problem.

A MEALS on wheels service which was earmarked for closure next 
year has been saved after Welshpool Town Council agreed to take 
it over. 

Welshpool Town Council will be taking over the town’s meals on wheels ser¬ 
vice with the help of a team of volunteers. 

The service was under threat due to Powys County Council budget cuts and had been 
earmarked for withdrawal at the end of the financial year. 

But this week the town council agreed to 
take over the running of the service to en¬ 
sure it continues. 

Welshpool deputy mayor Councillor Ste¬ 
phen Kaye said: “Due to Powys County 
Council budget restraints many services are 
under threat which can affect the commu¬ 
nity as a whole. Meals on Wheels is not just 
delivering meals but is also a social service 
where people have someone checking that 
they are ok on each visit. 

This is another positive move by the town 
council to ensure that services are protected 
and that what we see as essential services 
are retained. 

“We have worked with Merle Harding, 
chairman of the volunteers for Meals on 
Wheels, and others to come up with a plan. 
We would like to continue working with the 
volunteers to deliver the service. We very 
much appreciate their hard work. 

“The service will continue to be run by 
volunteers, with town council support, to 
ensure that is delivered in the best way 
possible. Cars provided by WR Davies and 
Ballards will continue to provide the trans¬ 
port for the service.” 

Mrs Harding said: “This is great news for 
us. The service currently provides 20 meals 
each week.” 


Proposals to

NORTH Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson has branded 
rumours of a defection to 
Ukip as “nonsense”. 

The es-Environment Sec¬ 
retary had been suggested 
in a report in a national 
paper as one of 10 Conserv¬ 
ative targets Ukip leader 
Nigel Farage may approach 
to defect to the party after 
Tory MP Douglas Carswell 
made the move last week. 
But in response to the possi¬ 
ble move, Mr Paterson said: 
“It’s absolutely nonsense. 

“Only the Conservative 
party can deliver a referen¬ 
dum, and it is nonsense to 
think otherwise.” 

Mr Paterson said he could 
not comment on whether 
he had been approached by 
UKIP members as he was 
unaware of who had con¬ 
tacted him because of lim¬ 
ited signal and availability 
on his phone while attend¬ 
ing the World Equestrian 
Games in France. 

He tweeted from the 
event saying: “Won’t be 
answering media requests 
(am at World Equestrian 
Games) but the only way of 
securing an EU referendum 
is to vote Conservative.” 

The news comes after Mr 
Carswell, MP for Clacton, 
left the Conservative party 
claiming Prime Minister 
David Cameron was not 
serious about change with 
regards to the EU. 


Campaigners desperate 
over a&e closure fears 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to keep accident 
and emergency services in Shrewsbury say 
they are reaching “desperation” over fears 
they could be moved to Telford. 

Patients from Mid Wales say the move of A&E services 
a further 15 miles away would result in the loss of lives. 

They say travelling to the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 


from towns such as Welshpoc 
stretch and said a further 20 
minutes will leave patients 
critically ill or worse.

County's first all-through 
school opens on schedule 


A LAST minute push by 
contractors saw new facili¬ 
ties at Shropshire’s first all- 
through school finished just 
in time for the new term. 

Youngsters at St Martins 
School, near Oswestry, will 
be able to attend classes as 
planned - despite work run¬ 
ning over by a month. 

New facilities have been 
built over the summer to 
bring the school’s primary 
department on to the same 
site as its secondary classes. 

There had been some 
concern that the building 
wouldn’t be finished in time 
for the new term after run¬ 
ning over its initial timeta¬ 
ble by a month. 


But headteacher Sue 
Lovecy said the contrac¬ 
tors had put in the work so 
the new buildings could be 
opened to pupils last Tues¬ 
day. 

“Anyone driving past 
last week or over the week¬ 
end probably would have 
thought it wasn’t finished,” 
she said. 

“But the outside of school 
has been finished now. You 
wouldn’t believe what the 
builders have done over the 
weekend. 

“They put in a mi¬ 
ni-roundabout outside 
the school and finished 
everything off. 

“Everything’s all ready 


now - we had to be ready - 
and we’re looking forward 
to the new term.” 

Building started in June 
last year with work taking 
place in three phases. The 
first two phases saw a new 
car park, toilets and refur- 
bishments of the English, 
maths and languages de¬ 
partments completed. 

Phase three - a new re¬ 
ception area for parents 
and visitors and a new all 
through school learning re¬ 
source centre or ‘hub’ - was 
completed in February and 
since then contractors have 
been working on putting 
the finishing touches to the 
school. 


DOZENS of new ambulances will be on the roads of Shropshire and 
Mid Wales following a funding boost. 

Ambulances that provide non-emergency transport will be appearing in 
Shropshire over the next few months, while the Welsh Assembly has spent £4 
million on buying 41 new ambulances across the border. 

Medical Services Ltd has been appointed to provide non-emergency patient transport 
for Telford & Wrekin and Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Groups from November. 


They will transport patients attending 
appointments at the main hospitals and 
other NHS health providers across Telford 
and Shropshire and surrounding areas. 

The non-emergency transport service 
currently involves about 140,000 patient 
journeys per year. 

Transport and staff will be used to meet 
the needs of individual patients, ranging 
from those who are fully mobile and do not 
need support to those who need intensive 
help and support. 

Dr Julie Davies, director of strategy and 
service redesign at Shropshire CCG said: 
“Patients should notice very little differ¬ 
ence in the service they receive, apart from 
a slight change to the livery of the ambu¬ 
lances. 

“They can be assured that we will moni¬ 
tor performance extremely closely.” 

As well as hospitals, the service will also 
transport patients to and from appoint¬ 
ments at community locations including 
primary care centres, community clinics, 
GP practices, dental practices, optometrist

practices, private and independent provid¬ 
ers, nursing and residential homes. 

Kevin Shire, managing director of Medi¬ 
cal Services, said: “We are looking forward 
to working in partnership with the CCGs 
to provide patients with a high quality 
non-emergency patient transport service. 

“We pride ourselves on putting patients 
first by delivering an outstanding service 
with the highest standards of care, cleanli¬ 
ness, safety and training.” 

Meanwhile, in Wales, Welsh Assembly 
health minister Mark Drakeford said new 
emergency ambulances and specialist rapid 
response vehicles will be bought to replace 
existing ambulance fleet. 

The ambulance service currently has 
736 vehicles covering an area of more than 
8,000 square miles in Wales. The new vehi¬ 
cles will help contribute to a more reliable, 
better equipped, and more efficient emer¬ 
gency ambulance service. 


A CIVIC society chairman says a Shropshire town could 
be on the brink of a renaissance of urban living and that 
a new shopping development will breathe new life into the 
area.

It will have a well 
considered and well provisioned transport system to accom¬ 
modate both the public and private needs. The town should 
reach to the future and build the infrastructure to attract 
fast-growing modern industries and support this with the 
ongoing improvements in the public realm. 

“Crucial to any successful place is a strong and vibrant 
cultural life, which in many ways we have. We just need 
to keep promoting and building on the excellent founda¬ 
tions. The final component is something that I hope the 
arrival of a university in the county will allow Oswestry 
to benefit from. We have good schools and colleges, so a 
seat of tertiary learning will allow greater opportunities 
for personal development and life-long learning. It will also 
attract economy businesses to the area.”

MPs welcome hospital car 
parking charges shake up 


“UNFAIR” parking charges at Shropshire 
hospitals will be abolished by new Govern¬ 
ment guidelines, according to the health sec¬ 
retary. 

Fines for overstaying at the Princess Royal or Royal 
Shrewsbury hospitals will be waived when they are out of 
the driver’s control. 

And relatives of chronically ill patients will be given free 


or cheap parking at both 
sites run by The Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust. 

Patients with disabilities 
and those with frequent ap¬ 
pointments, as well as staff 
working shifts, will also ben¬ 
efit from the shake up. 

Health Secretary, Jeremy 
Hunt, said new guidelines 
for English hospitals had 
been drawn up to put an 
end to the stress of “unfair” 
charges. The action follows 
campaigns by local MPs 
to have parking charges 
scrapped altogether. 

Parking for up to 30 min¬ 
utes is free at both sites and 
it costs £2.50 to park for 
between 30 minutes and 
two hours, £3 for two to five 
hours and £3.50 for five to 
24 hours. 

The charges will still 
apply at both sites but the 
reform calls on hospitals to 
introduce pay on exit sys¬ 
tems so that visitors only 
pay for the time they have 
used. The Royal Shrewsbury

Hospital operates a pay on 
exit system and this is due 
to be rolled out at the Prin¬ 
cess Royal. 

Daniel Kawczynski, MP 
for Shrewsbury and Atcham 
said: “I am delighted that 
my campaign is finally start¬ 
ing to get traction with Gov¬ 
ernment. I will continue to 
press on with this until we 
have a situation where there 
is free parking as is the case 
in Wales and Scotland and, 
indeed, at our new £46 mil¬ 
lion new mental health cen¬ 
tre in Oxon Park.” 

Mark Pritchard, MP for 
The Wrekin added: “This 
is a major step forward but 
there is still further to go.

“It was a real surprise to find out we 
had we had won but we are so proud to 
have done so,” she said. 

The surgery won for its innovative 
approach to reducing costs by creat¬ 
ing special combined clinics for those 
attending annual appointments for 
conditions such as diabetes, asthma, 
hypertension and coronary heart dis¬ 
ease. Some had up to eight a year, 
many of them requiring a blood test 
prior to the actual appointment. By 
creating special clinics that grouped 
together those with similar conditions, 


reducing the duplication of annual 
tests while also increasing the amount 
of time patients could spend with the 
clinical team.

Cows giving a 
hoof to other 


CATTLE, TB and badgers have 
got a lot of press recently and for 
good reason, but fear not, there 
will be no mention of the latter 
two in this particular column. 

And yet it does seem that along with 
our traditional wildlife, a field of dairy 
cows really does belong in amongst the 
Salopian landscape. This is of course 
at first glance false. Both dairy cattle 
and beef cattle do not belong in the 
natural landscape and yet there was 
once a time when there were cows 
roaming the Shropshire countryside 
wild and free. 

You could not call them beef or dairy 
cows as there was no one at the time domes¬ 
ticating them for such purposes. And yet a 
field, or rather, a landscape full of cows was 
not an uncommon sight in the Bronze Age. 
The mighty Aurochs, a kind of shaggy yet 
tough and wild version of the Spanish fight¬ 
ing bull in appearance, were frequent and 
widespread. But I digress a little. Alas Au¬ 
rochs do not wander the Shropshire Hills 
as they once did, but were there any forms 
of wildlife that really benefitted from their 
existence and can the same still be said for 
the omnipresent herds of Holsteins and 
Friesians? Well travel across to Poland and 
you can see the domesticated cattle’s wild 
cousin, the European Bison. These colossal 
beasts were, once upon a time, attacked by 
wolves. The last British wolf was extermi¬ 
nated from Britain in 1680 but until then 
they would have been formidable preda¬ 
tors of the Aurochs. However there are 
less dramatic relationships between our

modern cows and our wildlife. There is a 
very important environmental model put 
into practice all across the UK - conser¬ 
vation grazing. Grazing animals eat selec¬ 
tively and often choose the more dominant 
plant species, which allows less competitive 
plants to become established and increases 
species diversity. Lying, rolling and push¬ 
ing also serve to increase the structural 
diversity of the sward. This is important 
for ground nesting birds like lapwing and 
snipe that need a varied sward structure to 
successfully rear their young. And of course 
there’s all that poo; dung creates a whole 
ecosystem by itself! Conservation grazing 
animals are usually grazed in extensive, 
low pressure systems so there is little need 
for chemicals to control internal parasites. 
This means that a whole range of wildlife 
moves into a cow pat to set up home - more 
than 250 species of insect are found in or on 
cattle dung and these in turn provide food 
for birds, larger mammals and bats. 

One of the most bizarre species to ben¬ 
efit from old cattle pastures is the giant 
puff ball. These fungi are often found in 
the well grazed and lush grass of field mar¬ 
gins, their skull-like appearances an odd 
sight amongst the greenery. What’s more, 
to spread their billions of spores, they need 
to open and a misplaced hind foot can give 
the puffball a perfect helping hand, or hoof.

Mrs Dewhirst said: “CRY for Matthew is a fabulous local 
charity, raising funds for much needed screening for local 
youngsters.

“We are looking for unloved and unwanted clothing, 
shoes and accessories for our sale event in September.

The third generation Kia Sor¬ 
ento was unveiled in Korea this 
week, delivering a premium look 
to build on the success of the 
outgoing model. 

The new Sorento boasts a smooth¬ 
er, swept-back profile with more space 
and numerous innovative features. 

The styling changes alter the character 
of the new Sorento, highlighting its sleek 
profile and giving the new model a bolder 
on-the-road presence. 

There are long, wrap-around head¬ 
lamps and more prominent fog-lamps, as 
well as a larger, more upright ‘tiger-nose’ 
grille, with a distinctive three-dimensional 



diamond pattern, first featured on the 2013 
Kia Cross GT concept. 

In profile, the new model retains the Sor- 
ento’s hallmark long bonnet and charac¬ 
teristic wide D-pillar, but a lower roofline, 
higher beltline and swept-back shape give 
the car a more dramatic, muscular stance.

OSWESTRY look to dust themselves 
down for Saturday’s relegation dog¬ 
fight at fellow strugglers Shifnal as 
they battle for survival in the Birming¬ 
ham Cricket League division one.
